Study says flight delays 
twice as bad as they used 
to be— and it’ll get worse

DALLAS Lengthy airline delays are twice as com- 
mon now as in 1990 and will get worse as the 
economy recovers, according to a Brookings 
Institution report released Thursday 
The researchers said much of the problem is due 
to heavy concentrations of short trips between 
big cities, but they also cited an “ill-equipped” air 
traffic control system and other factors. 

They suggested increasing high-speed rail ser- 
vice to offer travelers alternatives to short flights. 
They also recommended letting busy airports 


charge fees on rush-hour flights to make airlines 
spread trips more evenly throughout the day 

Some findings in the Brookings report were 
hardly surprising. The researchers found New 
Tork to be the worst metro area in the coun- 
try for late flights, something that has been 
evident in monthly on-time reports from the 
Transportation Department. About 30 percent 
of arrivals and 22 percent of departures in New 
Tork are late. 

The Brookings researchers found most delays 
concentrated in 26 cities — especially Newark, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Miami, Atlanta and San 
Francisco. Large cities with the best on-time 
performance were Salt Lake City, Honolulu and 
San Jose, Calif. 

On-time performance has improved lately

because airlines have cut flights during the reces- 
sion. But as the economy recovers, so will air 
travel — meaning more delays — said Adie Tomer, 
co-author of the report. 

Tomer blamed congestion on big airlines’ 
reliance on hub-and-spoke networks that push 
more flights into crowded hub airports, and on 
the growing number of short flights between 
big cities such as New V^rk-Boston, New York- 
Washington and L.A.-San Francisco.

Al Capone’s Wisconsin hideout sold

WAUSAU, Wis. Chicago mobster Al Capone’s 
former hideout in northern Wisconsin, com- 
plete with guard towers and a stone house with 
18 -inch- thick walls, was sold for $2.6 million 
Thursday to the bank that foreclosed on it. 

Chippewa Valley Bank was the only bidder dur- 
ing a five-minute sheriff’s sale in the lobby of the 
county courthouse in Hayward, said Margie Schull 
of the Sawyer County Sheriff’s Department. 
About 30 to 40 people watched as Sheriff Jim 
Meier conducted the auction, Schull said. 

The bank foreclosed on the wooded 407-acre 
site about 150 miles northwest of Wausau in 
April 2008 and said the minimum bid would be

$2.6 million. The bank had advertised the site as 
“very private and pristine.” 

Bank Vice President Joe Kinnear did not 
immediately return a telephone call after the 
sale. He had said earlier Thursday that he antici- 
pated “10 to 15 bidders.” 

The two guard towers on the property report- 


edly were manned with machine guns whenever 
Capone visited. 

The bank acquired the property after fore- 
closing on owner Guy Houston and his company 
The Hideout Inc., according to court records. 
The Houston family bought the property in the 
1950s from Capone’s estate and had operated it 
as a seasonal bar and restaurant, known for its 
prime rib, and offered guided tours focusing on 
the Capone lore. 

Capone— nicknamed “Scarface”— headed a 
massive bootlegging, gambling and prostitution 
operation during Prohibition and raked in tens 
of millions of dollars. He was widely suspected 
in several murders but never charged.

Blackface act no 
laughing matter 

Somebody get the UN on the phone. It appears I started a war with 
Australia. I didn’t mean to, I swear. 

This Down Under dust-up isn’t even over the usual feuding fare: pre- 
cious resources, religion or territory Nope, this battle is over blackface. 

You read that right, blackface. 

The silliness started on Wednesday when would-be tribute perform- 
ers calling themselves the Jackson Jive appeared on the Australia-based 
“Hey Hey, It’s Saturday.” The men performed a tacky song-and-dance 
routine to the strains of the group’s “Can You Feel It.” 

Nothing wrong with that. 

The problem arose because the men— none of whom is black— just 
happened to pick a controversial costume. They wore what appeared 
to be black paint on their faces and wild, woolly wigs on their heads. 
Their technique recalled the 19th Century practice of white perform- 
ers applying shoe polish or burnt cork to their faces in order to mock 
the mannerisms of blacks. 

Thankfully Harry Connick Jr., a guest judge, objected at once. He 
exacted an apology from the show host, and later, the Jackson Jive. 

One would think the ugly incident would end there, but apparendy 
this is still an issue of amazement for some self-identified Aussies who 
wonder what’s so wrong with blackening your skin. 

“It’s a {send-up] of the Jackson 5,” “chefman 21” wrote in response 
to a blog entry I wrote that has collected almost 400 comments and 
counting. “What do you want them to do? Wear signs?” 

Nope, but certainly not shoe polish. 

Another recurring argument: Australians simply don’t think as we 
“racist” Americans do. 

But my favorite of all the “duh” defenses was this weapon of mass 
destruction: “White Chicks” from the Wayans Brothers. 

This movie — in which the black brothers play white socialites — too 
often emerges as away to justify mockery of minorities in TV and film. 

But the Wayanses are not alone in crossing contemporary color lines. 
Their send-up is no worse (though clearly not better) than white actors 
who recently portrayed black men, including: C. Thomas Howell 
(“Soul Man”), Robert Downey Jr. (“Tropic Thunder”) and Fred Armisen 
(“Saturday Night Live”). 

None of the aforementioned casting choices invoke the ripped- 
from-the-history book appearance of the Jackson Jive, whose embar- 
rassing image and antics are posted at redeyechlcago.com/kylesflles. 

If you agree, I implore you to join the debate on my blog, using the 
only permissible weapons: words. Perhaps we can learn from this brush 
with blackface, instead of inundating the Internet with excuses.

Want to rent a movie for free? 

The Chicago Public Library allows 
patrons to check out DVDs and VHS 
tapes-new releases, foreign films, 
any genre-for up to a week, library 
spokeswoman Ruth Lednicer said. 

This service is available at all 79 
library branches, Lednicer said. 
Patrons can search for movies at the 
library’s Web site, chipublib.org, 
and put a film on hold. When the 
movie’s available, the library e-mails 
the patron, who can specify which 
branch he or she would like to pick 
the movie up at. 

Patrons can check out up to six 
movies for one week. Movies can 
be renewed online if no one else is 
waiting, Lednicer said. 

But if a patron is late in returning 
a movie, he or she will get slapped 
with a $2-a-day late fee up to $20. 


Boxed out: 
Video stores 
losing ground 

Redbox kiosks are popping up across Chicago, 
but many residents still have few rental options

When Mea Robinson-Davis recently needed a few foreign films for her class about Latin- 
American authors, she didn’t want to wait for Netflix to mail her the movies. 

Instead, she and her husband ran to the Borders in Oak Park to purchase the films. There 
isn’t a Blockbuster, Hollywood Video or Redbox kiosk near their home in West Garfield 
Park, Davis said. 

“Tou don’t find them in this ring around West Garfield Park,” said Davis, 36. “Usually we end 
up driving a lot to the suburbs.” 

West Garfield Park, North Lawndale and South Lawndale, including Little Village, are in an 
area with few to no movie rental options. The space between Roosevelt Road and 47th Street, 
west of Western Avenue to the city-suburb line, could be considered a “rental desert,” a RedEye 
analysis of Blockbuster, Redbox and Hollywood Video locations found. 

More of these “rental deserts” could pop up around the city if Blockbuster decides to close 
more stores in Chicago. Blockbuster announced last month it may close as many as 960 
stores nationwide. Blockbuster spokesman Randy Hargrove called this news a “worst-case 
scenario” and said the company is evaluating which stores will stay open. 

There are currently 24 Blockbuster stores in Chicago and 69 in Cook County, 
Hargrove said. He couldn’t say how many stores have closed in Chicago in the last 
few years, but a check of a phone book showed 26 Blockbuster locations in Chicago 
in April 2008. 

Hollywood Video, too, has seen a decrease in its Chicago store numbers. There 
are four Hollywood Video locations in Chicago, according to the company’s Web 
site, down from 13 locations in April 2008, the phone book showed. Locations 
in Calumet Heights, Clearing, Garfield Ridge, Hyde Park, Irving Park, 
Lakeview, Near North Side, North Lawndale and Roseland have closed in 

: the last 1V2 years, RedEye found. 

Meanwhile, Redbox is moving quickly into Blockbuster’s and 
Hollywood Video’s turf. There are in Redbox locations— some 
with multiple kiosks— in Chicago. 

Redbox, which is based in Oakbrook Terrace, opened its 
first Chicago kiosk in August 2006, Redbox spokesman Chris 
Goodrich said, and now Chicago is the No. 2 Redbox market 
behind Houston. 

Goodrich said Redbox sites depend on the locations of their 
retail partners, including 7/11 and Jewel. Redbox plans to open 
about 30 more kiosks in the Chicagoland area by the end of the 
) year, Goodrich said. 

But Blockbuster won’t go quietly Blockbuster plans to install 
about 2,500 DVD vending machines nationwide by the end of 
the year, Hargrove said. 

He didn’t know how many of these machines would be based 
in Chicago but said “that eventually will be an area of growth

Activists from Chicago and across the county plan 
to travel to Washington, D.C., this weekend for the 
National Equality March to seek full equal rights for 
gays, lesbians and transgender people. 

Join the Impact Chicago, a grassroots gay rights 
group, has booked more than 200 people to make 
the trip, said organizer Keeanga- 
Yamahtta Taylor. The Coalition 
for Justice and Respect, an orga- 
nization for African-American 
gays on the South and West Sides, 
has another four vans heading 
to D.C. with about 60 people, 
founder Marc Loveless said. 

The Chicago-based Gay 
Liberation Network is sending a 
contingent that plans to picket outside the Walter E. 
Washington Convention Center on Saturday evening 
as President Obama delivers the keynote address at a 
dinner of the Human Rights Campaign, the country’s 
largest gay rights group. 

“Many people are extremely angry at this president 
because he promised a whole host of things, and if 
anything he’s been moving in the wrong direction,” 
said GLN founder Andy Thayer. 

The National Equality March— the first gay march 
on Washington since 2000 — kicks off at noon Sunday, 
which also is National Coming Out Day 

Organizers say it’s a crucial time for the gay com- 
munity to rally around the equal rights cause. 

‘A historic window of opportunity has opened,” 


said march co-chair Cleve Jones, founder of the AIDS 
Memorial Quilt and a friend of slain gay rights leader 
Harvey Milk. “We would be foolish if we didn’t take it.” 

The march has proven controversial within the gay 
community Some say there wasn’t enough time or 
resources to organize the march properly, or that ener- 
gy is better spent on changing laws state-by-state. 

“It’s not 1979, that that’s the most effective way 
to communicate our cause,” said Doris Dirks, 


Northwestern University’s coordinator of student 
organizations for social justice and LGBT resourc- 
es, referring to the first gay march on Washington 
30 years ago. Megan Tucker, a 20 -year-old Truman 
College student who lives in Edgewater, said for her 
it was “never an option of whether or not to go.” 

“For me, it’s a responsibility,” said Tucker, who is 
taking a bus. “This is going to be a historic event if we 
just approach it in the right way”

Australian TV show 
apologizes for blackface skit 



ADELAIDE, Australia An Australian vari- 
ety show host has apologized for a skit 
in which singers parodying the Jackson Five 
performed in blackface. 

American singer and actor Harry 
Connick Jr., who was serving as a guest 
judge on Wednesday night’s “Hey Hey 
It’s Saturday,” was visibly shocked by the 
skit, in which four men with afro wigs 
and blackface sang and danced behind a 
Michael Jackson impersonator wearing 
white makeup. 

Connick, 42, gave the performance a zero 
score and told them that if it had been done in 
the U.S., it would have been pulled off the air. 

Blackface was a traditional trope of min- 
strel shows in the U.S. that dates to the 19th 
century. Whites playing stock black char- 


acters— usually offensive stereotypes 
meant to demean— rubbed coal, grease or 
shoe polish on their faces. Blackface perfor- 
mances are not common in Australia. 

Public reaction to the “Hey Hey” perfor- 


mance in online forums was mixed. Some 
Australians said they were embarrassed, 
while others said detractors were too 
politically correct and that the skit was 
funny 

Host Daryl Somers apologized to 
Connick at the end of the live show 
“I know that to your countrymen, 
that’s an insult to have a blackface routine 
like that on the show, so I do apologize to 
you,” Somers said. 

Connick said he would not have 
appeared on the show if he’d known about 
the skit.

^ trooper told a driver Tuesday that there 
was no good reason for him to blaze down a 
busy stretch of South Carolina interstate at 
85 mph, he got a surprising reply: “Tell him 
that.”

The Hawks' failure to capitalize on a five-on- 
three power play shortly after they had opened 
the scoring gave Detroit the spark it needed 
to win for the first time this season. The loss 
in the rematch of the last season's Western 
Conference finals dropped the Hawks' record 
to i-i-i. 

“That was a big kill for them,” said Hawks 
winger Kris Verst eeg of the second-period 
sequence when the Wings killed off a two-man 
disadvantage by holding the Hawks to one shot 
on goal. “In a lot of games the five-on-three is 
going to be the turning point, so that killed 
us. You have to give Detroit credit. They were 
blocking shots and going down and they prob- 
ably had three or four solid blocks shots on 
that.” 

After a scoreless first period, the Hawks took 
the lead on Patrick Sharp’s goal early in the sec- 
ond. Versteeg found Sharp with a pass off a spin 
move and the veteran winger redirected it past 
Wings goaltender Chris Osgood. 

The Hawks had an opportunity to extend the 
lead when they were given a two-man advan- 
tage for 1 minute, 53 seconds following penalties 
to Kris Draper and Dan Cleary. The Hawks’ 
inability to solve the Wings defense and Osgood 
during the span invigorated Detroit. When 
the Hawks ran into their own penalty issues, 
the Wings sandwiched power-play goals from 
Nicklas Lidstrom and Johan Franzen around a 
Draper score to take a 3-1 advantage into the 
third period. The power-play goals were the 
first allowed by the Hawks this season.

Nathan Xander follows his heart, says girls are inspiration for earlier tunes

It would seem that Nathan Xander is something of a hopeless romantic 
at heart. 

The troubadour picked up his first guitar at 19 years old after a girl 
he was dating suggested he learn to play John Prine’s ‘Angel From 
Montgomery” Then, five years ago, Xander relocated to Chicago with 
his girlfriend, telling Pittsburgh City Paper, “She didn’t want me to give 
chase, but I did anyway,” he says. 

Indeed, even while discussing the inspiration for 
some of his earliest tunes, the first word that pops 
up is “girls.” 

“It was real intense stuff,” says Xander, 26, who 
was born and raised in Union City, a two-stoplight 
town in northwest Pennsylvania. “There were some 
songs I didn’t want to play in front of anybody 
because it was so [forthcoming].” 

Most of Xander’s earliest work also owes a heavy 
debt to his parents’ record collection. Growing up 
in such a small town (population of around 3,000), the singer/guitar- 
ist spent his formative years immersed in albums by the likes of Bob 
Dylan, Kris Kristofferson and The Band. It wasn’t until he got his 
driver’s license that he began branching out beyond classic rock radio, 
making regular half-hour treks to a record store in Erie, Pa., that spe- 
cialized in punk (where he discovered Black Flag, the Dead Kennedys 
and the Descendents, among others). From an even earlier age, Xander 
harbored a natural curiosity, eyeballing the black, wax discs and won- 


dering how one went about creating a record of their own. 

“I had a fascination with making things,” says the singer. “It was like, 
‘These records are made by people. How do you do that?’ ” 

It wasn’t until the musician moved to Chicago and began perform- 
ing in citywide open mics— particularly a weekly event at Gallery 
Cabaret— that he gained the confidence to record and release his first 
proper album: “Swiftly, Surely” 

The album, replete with acoustic strumming and rusty blasts of 
harmonica, teems with bleak imagery and near-bibli- 
cal tragedy “Just spent a week at my mothers house/ 
Blacked out,” he sings on “Darkness.” These dark clouds 
soon materialized in Xander’s own life. Shortly after the 
singer put together his first band, the group’s drummer, 
Brendan Scanlon (perhaps best known as street artist 
Solve), was stabbed and killed following a late-night 
altercation in June 2008. The events appear to have left 
a mark on Xander that he’s still not ready to confront; 
he’s written one yet-to-surface song about his fallen 
bandmate, and, when pushed, offers only: “It’s not one I’m going to 
talk about.” 

Instead, the singer, partially inspired by Neil Young and Crazy Horse, 
has regrouped with four other musicians, billing themselves as Nathan 
Xander and Witchouse. “We want to have the energy as high as pos- 
sible,” says Xander, who sounds ready to leave grim subject matter in 
the past— at least for the time being. “It’s going to be a rock show with 
this band.”

Is Chris Rock shining an 
exposing light on the bil- 
lion-dollar hair industry 
in his latest film, “Good 
Hair”? 

Or is the caustic come- 
dian making a protract- 
ed joke that uses black 
women as the punchline? 

In the documentary, 
which opens in Chicago 
on Friday, Rock goes on 
an odyssey to demystify 
black hair-care habits, 
from the use of chemical relaxers to wearing 
wigs to paying hundreds or even thousands of 
dollars for weaves and extensions — the practice 
of having human or synthetic hair sewn or glued 
into existing locks. 

The film is causing controversy over its sub- 
ject matter, and accusations that Rock copied 
an older film. Rock is currently fighting a law- 
suit filed by filmmaker Regina Kimbell, who is 
accusing Rock of copying several elements of 
her hair doc, “My Nappy Roots,” which was 
completed in 2006 and screened for Rock the 
following year, according to The Associated 
Press. In court documents exclusively obtained 
by radaronline.com, Rock denies Kimbell’s 
claim and says hers was a more serious film 
while his — which he says he embarked on prior 
to the screening— contains comedic elements 
and devices a la “Borat.” 

Still, Rock denies that his film— though 
funny— is meant to be a joke. Instead, it offers 


education laced with humor, he said. 

“I was surprised by a lot of the things I found 
out in making this film,” Rock told RedEye 
during a recent one-on-one chat. “I think most 
people when they see a black woman assume 
it’s [her] hair. They don’t understand the money, 
the effort that goes into it.” 

These days, Rock said, weave-wearing has 
joined Botox, tummy tucks and even hair color- 
ing as ways to self-decorate. It’s a subject many 
black people feel is taboo, with some RedEye 
readers dismissing the film even before it hits the 
big screen, based in part on a trailer that features 
Rock engaged in Michael Moore-esque hijinx. In 
one scene, Rock attempts to sell kinky African 
hair to a beauty supply store that fetches top dol- 
lar for straight or wavy hair from Asian countries. 
Hilarity ensues, but not for some people. 

“I’m disappointed,” wrote “Synthia Rose,” a 
reader of the redeyechicago.com blog. “I’m not 
certain why it’s always open season on black 
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women’s hair. Every ethnicity uses a variety of 
measures to groom and present hair.” 

But it was a question from his daughter, not a 
desire to go to war with black women (or their 
hairstylists), that sparked Rock’s desire to create 
what he calls “the blackest movie ever made.” 

Rock said he dreamed up the doc when his 
young daughter, then 5 years old, asked him 
why she didn’t have “good hair,” the straight 
or loosely curled hair associated with the 
European standard of beauty That question led 
the funnyman from beauty salons to an elabo- 
rate hair show in Atlanta to a weave distributor 
in India in an attempt to uncover how the pre- 
occupation with “good hair” has affected the 
self-esteem and wallets of black women. 

“I knew that Beyonce might be spending 
$5,000 for a weave for the Grammys,” Rock 
joked. “But I didn’t know KeKe from around 
the corner was spending that kind of money on 
a weave.” 

Rock said he was surprised at the amount of 
time and money black women spent in salons, 
with some he talked to admitting they are 
addicted to “creamy crack,” the hair relaxers 
that straighten coarse, tightly curled black hair. 

He was even more stunned by the hair idol of 
some black women. 

“Victoria Beckham,” Rock said with a laugh. 
“What is she, Posh Spice or something?” 

The film, which already has won a Special 
Jury Prize at the 2009 Sundance Film Festival, 
comes out at a time when the subject of black 


hair has been getting a lot of press. Last month 
Tyra Banks opened the new season of her talk 
with a “weave-free show premiere,” during 
which she showed off her shoulder-length hair. 
There is much speculation about the coif of 
First Lady Michelle Obama’s hair, which new 
reports say she chemically relaxes. That buzz 
will only help at the box office, Rock said. 

“It doesn’t hurt to have a hot comb in the 
White House,” Rock joked. 

Through interviews with Nia Long, Ice-T, 
Raven-Symone, Salt-N-Pepa, A 1 Sharpton and 
others, Rock tries to show all sides of the story 
from extension aficionados to natural hair sup- 
porters. One of the major points “Good Hair” 
makes is that the use of hair weaves has strained 
male-female relationships, as men find them- 
selves footing expensive beauty salon bills or 
living in fear they might get their hands tangled 
in expensive faux locks. 

You don’t just touch a black woman’s hair, 
Long declares at one point in the film. 

According to Rock, the men he talked to 
for the film did not seem to care whether a 
woman wore her hair natural, relaxed, pressed 
or weaved. 

“For men, it’s more your body,” Rock said of 
the fellas’ focal point. “You think guys notice 
hair when they’re looking in ‘King’ magazine? 
Naw, it’s all about the ass. 

“{The hair issue] is women putting that pres- 
sure on each other, just like women dress for 
other women, not for men.” 


ALL ABOUT WEAVE 


Will the film “Good Hair” do to weaves and 
extensions what “Capitalism: A Love Story” is 
doing to corporate America? Can we-gasp!- 
expect people to go all Tyra Banks and proudly 
reveal their undone ’dos? 

Probably not, according to Chris Rock, who 
said the movie might open some eyes, but 
declared the weave “recession-proof.” Still, the 
movie will get tongues wagging, as it did among 
hair industry insiders who talked to RedEye in 
the weeks before its Friday release. k.k.

‘Good Hair’ a funny doc 
with a few loose ends 


Chris Rock’s young daughters don’t like their hair. Hoping a docu- 
mentary will get to the bottom of any stigma behind black people’s 
hair, Rock’s effort takes him to barbershops, the “Hair Battle Royale” 
in Atlanta and religious head shaving in India. He also interviews 
hairdressers about charging thousands of dollars for a weave, a scien- 
tist about the hazardous materials people use to straighten their hair, 
and celebrities like Nia Long, Ice-T, Raven- Symone and Reverend A1 
Sharp ton. 

The verdict: Rock works harder to find out what’s happening 
than why it’s happening, doing little to explore why society stig- 
matizes black hair and how fake hair compares to any other fake 
enhancements in terms of self-image. In addition to being funny, the 
comedian’s a curious interviewer who lets his jokes— he half-seri- 
ously asks if getting a perm is more or less painful than being shot or 
childbirth— reveal the kind of truth more serious interrogators might 
not think about. (The film also touches on an interesting issue of inti- 
macy, as black men lament not being allowed to touch their women’s 
hair.) The complex and not-quite-unraveled point of “Good Hair” is, 
simply, that hair is serious business, for the multi-faceted industries 
making money off of it, for those who wish they looked like people in 
magazines and for the people who tell you to get your hands off their 
thousand-dollar weave, matt pais is the metromix movie producer.

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Sony’s PSP go delivers tighter handheld play

Sony’s PlayStation Portable is the most high-powered handheld video- 
game machine on the market, but it’s usually my third choice when it 
comes to on-the-road action. 

It’s all a matter of size. Apple’s iPhone, which has become a solid casu- 
al-gaming platform, slides easily into a pants pocket. Nintendo’s DS fits 
a little more snugly But even the slimmest version of the old PSP is still 
nearly 7 inches long and too bulky to carry on everyday errands. 

The newest model of Sony’s handheld, the PSP go ($250), is less 
demanding. Only 5 inches long (by 2.75 inches tall by a half-inch thick), 
it’s just a little bigger than an iPhone. 

Sony has accomplished this feat with a number of tricks. The video 
screen is about a half-inch smaller (diagonally), though it has the same 
wide-screen ratio and looks as sharp as ever. The controls that were 
once on the sides of the screen are now on a panel that slides out from 
under the screen. 

Most significantly there’s no longer a slot or a drive for the Universal 
Media Discs that contain PSP games and videos. There’s no longer 
a need to carry a UMD for each game; instead, all your media can be 
stored on the PSP go’s 16 -gigabyte hard drive or on a tiny memory stick. 

That also means no more trips to the game store. Instead, you have 
to download software from Sony’s PlayStation Store— a process that 
shouldn’t be too alien now that Apple has trained everyone to down- 
load media through Dunes. Sony says there are more than 225 games 
available as well as 2,300 movies and 13,300 TV episodes. 

If you do already own a PSP, you’ll want to hold onto it because there’s 



no way to transfer your UMD-based games to the PSP go. That and the 
hefty price tag are the two biggest drawbacks to the new device. 

However, I won’t miss the noisy, sometimes sluggish UMD drive, and 
I like the evolution into a download-only device. It feels sturdier than its 
predecessors without the wiggly controls of older PSPs. And its compact 
size makes the PSP go, at long last, a worthwhile travel companion. 


READY TO GO 

The game library for PlayStation Portable 
runs the gamut, including Echochrome, 
Jeanne d’Arc, Patapon 2 and Metal Gear 
Solid. There will be a whole section of PSP 
Minis, inexpensive casual games like 
Pac-Man and Tetris. Sony is delivering two 
full-featured racing games to coincide with 
the PSP go’s launch. 

» Gran Turismo is the show-stopper, 
delivering a wealth of realistic cars and 
racetracks. It’s missing some features from 
its home console brethren-most notably, 
a career mode-but it looks and feels 
wonderful. 

» MotorStorm: Arctic Edge is less ambitious, 
though its renderings of snow-packed 
off-road courses are eye-catching. It’s more 
of an arcade racer. 

Either game takes about 45 minutes 
to download over a wireless Internet 
connection. Gran Turismo and MotorStorm 
also can be purchased at stores in the old 
UMD format for PSP owners who don’t want 
to spring for the new model, ap

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Little-known airline fees tug at your wallet

You can make waves after your next flight on 
Allegiant Air, but it’s going to cost you extra to 
check your boogie board. The Las Vegas-based 
airline charges a $50 fee to check the rectangu- 
lar piece of foam used by bodyboarding enthu- 
siasts. That’s just one of the little-known fees 
that airlines charge these days that passengers 
may not be aware of. Here are some others. 

Firearms 

Packing heat? You may not realize it in this age 
of hyper-vigilant security, but you can check 
firearms on many airlines. Rifles and shot- 
guns, which must be unloaded, are subject to 
a $50 handling charge on all Air Canada flights. 
Allegiant also charges a $50 fee. 

Antlers 

Frontier Airlines considers antlers a special, or 
fragile, item. A rack of antlers must be checked 
and will cost you $100. Air Canada socks you 
with a $150 handling charge to check antlers 
and horns. 

Door-to-door shipping 

United Airlines will allow you to ship your bags

door-to-door rather than carry them through the 
airport and check them on your flight— for a fee. 
The next-day service, currently on sale for $79 
instead of $149, is provided by FedEx Corp. 

Pets 

Tour dog or cat can travel with you in your 
cabin, but it will cost you. You’ll pay even more 
on some airlines if you check your pet to travel 
in the belly of the plane with the checked lug- 


gage. Delta Air Lines, for instance, charges 
$100 one-way for your pet to travel in the cabin 
or $175 for your pet to be checked on a flight 
within the U.S. On Delta, pets permitted in the 
cabin include dogs, cats and household birds. 

Unaccompanied minors 

Most airlines charge a fee to parents who send 
their children on a flight alone. Airline person- 
nel keep an eye on the kids during the flight 


and when it lands. American Airlines charges 
$100 for the service. Delta charges $100, while 
JetBlue Airways wants $75 and Southwest 
Airlines charges $25. 

Infants 

Irish no-frills carrier Ryanair Holdings PLC 
charges 20 euros, or roughly $29, one-way for 
children under 2 years old to fly, something U.S. 
carriers currently allow for free as long as the 
child sits on an adult’s lap. 

Duffel bags 

On AirTran, their size is measured to the point 
of fullness for soft-sided bags, but measured top 
to bottom on hard-bottom duffel bags, regard- 
less of how empty or full the bag is. If the bag 
is measured at more than 70 inches in length, 
the carrier will charge you $79 on top of the 
checked bag fee. 

Pillows and blankets 

JetBlue charges $7 for a pillow and fleece blan- 
ket set, which is available on all flights longer 
than two hours. US Airways charges $7 for a kit 
that includes a fleece blanket, an inflatable neck 
pillow, eye shades and earplugs.

Boost your reflexes

Quick reaction times are important in sports, driving and everyday life. 
While genetics play a role in each person’s ability, there are ways to hone 
your skills: 

» Throw against a wall. Toss a tennis ball or a small “super ball”— one of 
those high-bouncing, rubbery toys kids often get as party favors— and 
try to catch or dodge it as it returns. Over time, move closer to the wall 
or throw harder. 

» Be a goalie. Have someone try to throw an object past you while you 
block with your hands. Indoors, you can use a soft ball (a Nerf, for exam- 
ple) or even a pillow. The other person can move closer or further away 
depending on how you do. 

» Pick up a racquet sport. Tennis, racquetball, squash and Ping-Pong all 
require quick reflexes. 

» Pick up a martial art. Karate and similar classes are great for hand-eye 
coordination. 

» Play catch. Any type of ball will do. Some baseball players paint dif- 
ferent letters or colors on each ball and try to call those out as it speeds 
toward them. 

» Run in an unfamiliar place. Grab a buddy and hit a wooded trail you’ve 
never seen before, where you have to react to obstacles and changing 
terrain with every step. 

» Strengthen peripheral vision. Focus on a distant object and work to 
expand how much you can see off to the sides. You also can quickly alter- 
nate looking at a far object and a near one. 

» Act like a kid. Play a video game, learn to juggle or play with a yo-yo. 

» Live healthfully Without nutritious foods, plenty of water, regular exer- 
cise and a good amount of sleep, the brain gets sluggish. 



Keep that cold 
to yourself 

It’s almost inevitable: Once one person in the 
household or at work gets sick, others soon will 
follow. Here’s what you can do to avoid spreading 
your illness. 

» Close-contact respiratory droplets-the result 

of a sneeze 
or cough- 
provide 
the perfect 
opportunity 
for spreading 
disease.

mouth with tissues, an elbow or shoulder. 

» Wipe down hard surfaces with disinfectant. 
Viruses can live for 1 to 7 days on nonporous 
surfaces, such as table tops, door knobs or 
keyboards. 

» Consider investing in surgical or dust masks 
for the family when someone is home sick. If 
anything, it will discourage the hand-face contact 
that can spread disease.
